Senate Foreign Relations Committee. Glennon said that he wanted 
to impress upon the Legislative Counsel the importance that he 
(Glennon) attached to the resumption of briefings on certain 
foreign intelligence services. I told Glennon that I could not 
definitively commit us on this point without further consultation 
with the Legislative Counsel, but that in any case he and I 

would have to have a clear understanding on treatment of the 
transcripts and on his accepting gracefully our disinclination 

to answer specific questions. He said there was not much he could 
do about the transcripts and that there would be no more arguments 
about the questions. I told him that I would reserve next Friday, 
13 October, for resumption of the briefings and that I would 

be back in touch with him again to confirm whether or not they 
would proceed.
